Massillon, 0., Nov. 10.—They are re- 


building human minds at. the State Hos- 
pital for the Insane here. 
They are 


hunting out the perfect parts, making 
waste of the worn and damaged and 
substituting new. It is a process of 
bloodless surgery. 
There are no op- 


crating 
tables, 
no 
anaesthetics, 
no! 


knives. The equipment consists of a reci- 
tation room, a library, a billiard and 
bowling room and a gymnasium. That's 
all. 
- The theory is that the cells of the 
brain, like those of every other part of 
the body, tend to wear, out by use. If 
the man is normal, nature repairs tha 
damage as fast as it is -wrought. If he 
overworks, or -worries too much, the re- 
pair work is interfered with, and the 
machine breaks down and goes into the 
scrap heap.

luncheon in three minutes nnd seat it in 
less time if she can. Not, a step is un- 
counted in preparing and serving the 
food. 


The relation of the various offices has 


been so carefully studied that members 
of the bourd arc never required to waste 
time or energy when working with other 
departments. The card index system is 
so perfectly arranged that not an extra, 
motion is required.
